110 miles of the old Polish border in the north, and 210 miles 
of the Rumanian frontier in the south today in widely sep-

London Is Seen 
As Site of Next 
Allied Parley 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—(/) 
London, instead of Moscow, may 
be the scene of the forthcoming 
American-British-Russian confer- 
ence. 

Secretary of State Hull has in- 
formed colleagues he definitely 
expects to attend the meeting and, 
in view of his dislike for air trav- 
el, indications developed today 
that the conference might be 
shifted from Moscow to shorten 
his trip. 

Hull will join Foreign Minister 
Anthony Eden, of Britain, and 
Foreign Commissar Molotov, of 
Russia, in an attempt to promote 
greater co-operation among the 
three allies, both in the field of 
actual warfare and in the realm 
of postwar planning. 

The conference is expected to 
prepare the way for another 
later in the year among Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, Prime Minister 
Churchill and Premier Stalin.

county camps.

WANAWANA ISLAND, Sept. 
17.—(Delayed)—(4)—The chief of 


were among the world’s most fe- 
rocious warriors—has decided the 
Americans can keep Munda and 
all of New Georgia island, from 
now on, if they want it. 

“Too many battles there,” ex- 
plained the chief, 35-year-old 
black-skinned John Bitimbuli. 

“All the natives are frightened 
by the noise of airplanes and 
bombs and shooting. We have 
moved here to a village we will 
call Maundu. It is beautiful here, 
and quiet. We will never go back 
to Munda.” 

“I went to Munda the other day, 
jufSt to see,” he continued. “All the 
beautiful trees were knocked 
down. There were ‘great holes ev- 
erywhere from shells and bombs. 


American star on them were tak- 
ing off from a field on the spot 
where I was born. 

“The Americans took me for a 
ride in a jeep—all around. I saw 
everything. It was terrible. I do 
not know whether I ever want to 
see Munda again.” 

John BitimbDuli spoke as we ate 
watermelon under a great spread- 
ing tropical tree between the 
Maundu village Methodist church 
and the beach, across five miles of 
water from Munda. He spoke 
slowly, in perfect English learned 
at the old Munda mission school. 

He wore a yellow skirt, no shirt 
nor shoes, nor hat. His teeth were 
a dirty gold color from chewing 
betel nuts. The crown on his black 
woolly hair was pink, from lime 
he rubs on it daily. 

“Years ago, when my father was 
chief,” he continued, “the natives 
thought Munda was too tame.

War Theme Is Seen 
In Albany Toy Display

ALBANY, Ga., Sept. 29—Albany 
and southwest Georgia children 
are slated to have plenty of toys 


this year, even though they are 
different from old-time toys. 

Counters show that many of the 
toys are in keeping with the war 
spirit, with machinegunes, air- 
planes, torpedo boats and cos- 
tumes for soldiers, sailors, ma- 
rines and junior WACs. Toys that 
were made of metal are now made 
of wood, or of plastic. 

There are on display the ey 
cational sets, such as chemistry, 
microscope, woodburning and clay 
modeling, and games of chess, | 
dominoes and checkers. Games 
made of paper, however, are not 
too plentiful.

It is a place where all inmates 


are “trusties” until proved other- 


wise, where discipline is enforced 
by taking away honor privileges 
instead of putting leg picks and a 
lash on the offender. 

It is a place which has no fences, 
bars, nor guards—but instead has 
school teachers and vocational 
training plants, playgrounds, li- 
braries and a band; a place which 
has daily chapel services with in- 
mates participating in the pro- 
gram, instead of the penal system 
which only recently employed its 
first chaplain. 


Rehabilitation. 

It attempts to rehabilitate its in- 
mates to such a degree that only 
5 per cent ever return, or go to 
other institutions—instead of fol- 
lowing the penal system which 
degrades its convicts and Sees 
many of them back in prison 
shortly after their release, 

This place, highly commended 
by the Governor, is the State 
Training School for Boys at Mil- 
ledgeville. The new buildings 
went up in 1940, and its rehabili- 
tation program has been greatly 
intensified during the past six 
months. 

Bill Ireland is superintendent of 
the school. It is operated under 
the supervision of the State De- 
partmént of Public ‘Velfare, of 
which A. J. Hartley is director. 

Boy Inmates. 

Inmates are boys, white and 
colored, under 21 years of age. 
They are sent here, instead of to 
public work camps and Tattnall, 
at the discretion of judges trying 
their cases. The only boys whom 
the judges cannot place in the 
school are those under death or 
lifetime sentence. 

The judges must give the boys 
an indeterminate sentence. This 
enables them to be paroled as 
soon as they have made sufficient 
progress in their social attitude 
and in their vocational] training, 
Directo: Hartley pointed out. The 
average time spent at the school 
by boys is 15 months, The aver- 
age population is 500. 

Boys leaving the training school 
now are entering war industries, 
while many “graduates” already 
have responsible positions with 
large corporations. 


School Classes, — 


Regular school classes are con- 
ducted for the younger boys 
through the eighth grade. 

Older boys are taught mechani- 
cal drawing, woodwork, metal 
work, tinsmith, radio repair, ma- 
chine work, auto mechanics, print- 
ing, barbering, laundering and 
shoe repairing in the school’s 
modern equipped plants. 

The boys are given many privi- 
leges, including movies twice a 
week and freedom of the grounds, 
on the school’s honor gystem. If 
they violate rules, these privileges 
are taken from them as punish- 
ment—there is no corporal pun- 
ishment in the school. 

One of the nation’s outstanding 
Boy Scout troops is composed of 
boys in this school. The 16 mem- 
bers were awarded 180 merit 


badges during the first six months 


of 1943, setting a national record. 
Harold S. Shuptine, of Milledge- 
ville, is scoutmaster.

A Typical Day. 

Arise at 6:30 a. m.; calisthenics 
for 20 minutes; breakfast at 7:20; 
assigned to schools or shops until 
11 a. m.; chapel for 20 minutes; 
dinner at 12:05; back to schools 
and shops until 4:15 p. m.; play 
until supper at 5:30 p. m.; after 
supper the facilities of the play- 
grounds, auditorium and recrea- 
tion halls are available until bed- 
time at 9 p. m. 

The school operates a farm 
which provides much of the food- 
stuffs for its tables. 

Annual cost of operating this 
school is $135,000, Hartley said. 

Similar rehabilitation programs 
are being put into operation at the 
State Training School for Girls in 
Atlanta and the Training School 
for Negro Girls at Macen, Hartley 
asserted. 

The girls in Atlanta are being 
taught beauty culture, nursing, 
typing and home economics s0 
they may earn a living when re- 
leased. They also are given aca- 
demic school work through the 
eighth grade, and the school is 
operated on the honor system.

A UNITED STATES FIGHTER 
BASE, SQMEWHERE IN ENG- 
LAND, Sept. 29.—(4)—Lieut. Col. 
Robert H. Knapp, of Norwich, N. 
Y., was believed today to have 
achieved a speed of approximately 
“840 miles per hour in a dive dur- 
ing an air fight over Emden, Ger- 
many, last Monday. 

If true, then Knapp, pilot of a 
P-47 Thunderbolt fighter which 
helped escort Flying Fortresses in 
a raid on the German city, proba- 
bly has flown faster than any 
human being ever has traveled 
before. 

The greatest speed previously 
officially recorded by the pilot of 
a fighter plane was that of Col- 
onel Cass Hough, also of the 
Eighth Air Force Fighter Com- 
mand, when he dove a P-47 Thun- 
derbolt “more than 780 miles an 
hour,” which is the speed of 
sound, in a test flight in England 
last spring. 

While flying as wingman to 
Lieutenant Robert E. Ealey, of 
Arboles, Colonel Knapp went 
down with him from 20,000 feet 
to attack a Focke-Wulf 190. 

When his plane achieved a 
speed so great that the “paint 
curled on his elevators,” and his 
controls locked, Knapp thought 
he was doomed, he reported to 
fellow officers of his command. 
But at 5,000 feet the plane came 
out of its vertical dive and Knapp 
was able to regain control. 

Inspection of Knapp’s plane 
when he returned to his base re- 
vealed the peeling of the paint on 
his elevators, but otherwise there 
was no evidence of strain or struc- 
tural damage.

Afire by Yanks 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
THE SOUTHWEST PACIFIC, 
Thursday, Sept. 30.—(?)—Ameri- 
can bombers smashed again at the 
Japanese base at Wewak, New 
Guinea, and destroyed a large mu- 
nitions depot there, General Mac- 


Arthur announced today. 

Pilots who took part in the long- 
range aerial assault said they start- 
ed the largest explosiéns ever wit- 
nessed in the southwest Pacific. 

In addition to the destruction 
of vital munition dumps, the bomb- 
ers also touched off large fuel sup- 
plies and counted eight - towering 
fires as they left for their home 
bases. 

The communique said 145 tons 
of bombs were dropped on the 
enemy's northeast New Guinea 
base, a heavy day’s work for that 
area. 

On the land side, Australian 
troops battered their way through 
fixed Japanese defenses to move 
within 600 yards of the main jet- 
ty at Finschhafen, Japanese ship- 
ping base overlooking their more 
important bases ateNew Britain. 

The advance was the first re 
ported for days after the Austral- 
ian veterans ran into typical Japa- 
nese pillbox and machinegun em- 
placements. 

The raid against Wewak was not 
without stiff opposition. T h e 
bombers smashed into a defend- 
ing force of 40 Japanese fighters 
and destroyed eight of them. 

Their aerial victory added new > 
gains to the imposing list of plane 
losses inflicted on the Japanese 
there, the losses now mounting far 
in excess of 400.

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Tough—And Tougher 
Present income tax rates are tough for most 
Americans, who have not known until recent 
years what it was to pay any substantial in- 

come tax to the federal government. 


Just what the congress will do in working 
out the new tax bill which, if it meets the ad- 
ministration desires, will boost the national 
tax total by twelve billion dollars, cannot be 
guessed. All sorts of ideas and suggestions 
have been made. 

One thing, however, is certain, whether 
the administration request is fully met 
or not. That certainty is that, tough as today’s 
taxes are, they are going to ve tougher. 

One representative talks about a 10 per 
cent sales tax on all purchases. Others have 
suggested federal lotteries, levies on municipal 
and state bonds, etc. 

Senator George, of Georgia, of the Senate 
Finance Committee, hints at a boost in corpora- 
tion taxes, from the present rate of 40 per cent 
to 50 per cent. This, he estimates, would raise 
‘about $1,100,000,000 annually. 

Then he spoke of an increase in individual 
rates to make the first bracket surtax 26 
instead of 13 per cent, though eliminating the 
victory tax. This would make the income tax 
rate for the first $2,000 of, net income, 32 per 
cent. For the next $2,000, the rate would be 
38 per cent. 

Worse still, there is proposal to lower the 
exemption rates for married people and for 
dependents. 

They, those who presumably know whereof 
they speak, have warned, time and again, that 
the days of real sacrifice for the nation are 
still to come. 

If the tax bill ultimately adopted conforms 
at all to present predictions, there can be no 
doubt the pinch of war will be felt, and felt 
severely. When the average wage earner has 
to give 32 per cent of his taxable income to 
the government, there will be no doubt the 
days of sacrifice have arrived. 


The easy acquisition of Sardinia, while 
deeply appreciated, is hardly a victory.

A Hereford bull owned by Mr. Turner won 
the International grand championship in Chi- 
cago in 1941; one bull recently sold for $15,000 
and its mother, an l1l-year-old cow, sold for 
$4,000 after she had produced $27,000 worth 
of calves. Not all Georgia beef cattle pro- 
ducers could hope to accomplish what Mr. 
Turner has, but some would, and for the 
remainder there are the dozen or more first- 
class packing houses which are clamoring for 
high-grade cattle to supply the beef demands 
of the state.

in enlarging the dairy cattle industry. Even 
with the great advances made in the past ten 
years, Georgia still imports large quantities of 
milk, butter and cheese, which could be pro- 
duced here.

Henry C. Heinz

$72,000,000 Postage 

It is estimated, by the Post Office Depart- 
ment, that mai! handled under the free mail 
privileges of government departments, bureaus 
and agencies, would have required . $72,000,000 
worth of stamps if it were not free. 

This was for the year 1942. When it is 
realized that the Post Office Department had 
a deficit of $14,000,000 for 1942, it is plain that, 
without the free mail burden, that deficit 
would have been changed into a profit of $58,- 
000,000. 

Or, if not, government bureaus would have 
sharply curtailed their use of the postal facili- 
ties which, in itself, would have constituted a 
handsome saving in paper, printing and cost to 
the taxpayers. 

Some of this free mail is, undoubtedly, 
important and its free transmission fully justi- 
fied. On the other hand, much of it could be 
eliminated without any appreciable loss to the 
country. ° 

There is now pending before the lower house 
of congress a measure known as the Burch bill, 
which would require all governmental bureaus 
to pay postage and keep record of their expen- 
ditures in this regard. It is believed they 
would then be more careful about the amount 
and types of material they send out. The con- 
sequent curtailment in their mailings would 
mean a considerable saving in labor and would 
ease the load on the sorting, handling and 
delivery services of the post office. 

Furthermore, if it resulted, as is probable, 
in lifting the post office “out of the red,” by 
changing annual deficits into profits, it. would 
effectively remove a danger of increased postal 
rates, which is already being considered by the 
House Ways and Means Committee. 


Don’t Trust ’Em 

The Moscow disclosure of formation of a 
“Union of German Officers” is significant in 
that it may well be the beginning of an 
attempt of the German military class to save 
their own skins by hoodwinking the victorious 
democracies. It may be a subterfuge of the 
Nazis to apply for leniency when the day of 
reckoning comes by hiding behind a cloak of 
repentance. 

According to the Moscow report, the organ- 
ization was formed with the aim of bringing 
about the downfall of the Hitler regime and 
the establishment of what they call a “free, 
peaceful, independent Germany.” All of which 
sounds good on paper. But the duplicity of the 
present-day German matches the duplicity of 
the treacherous Jap. It is a well-known deceit, 
made known to the world, and its victims, by 
as brutal a series of crimes as ever shamed 
the record of history. 

This is the sort of thing against which the 
democracies, and especially the United States, 
must stand firm. The war will have been lost 
to the men of freedom if conniving hypocrites 
are allowed to put something over on them. 
We were suckers once, after. World War I. Let’s 
not be suckers again,

Georgia Editors Say: 


BUSINESSLIKE POSTWAR PLANNING 
(From The Brunswick News.) 


New York’s Commerce and Industry Associa- 


tion has issued a booklet, “Realism in Postwar 
Planning,” prepared by George W. Wolf, presi- 
dent of the United States Steel Export Company. 
The term “realism” will recommend it to Ameri- 
cans because of their conviction, first, that we 
must look to the leaders of industry to offset 
vague idealism in postwar planning, and, second, 
that without an enlightened, a world viewpoint 
on the part of those leaderS, management may 
go out of their hands. 

In a review of some past trends in our capi- 
talistic system the booklet notes with approval 
the increasing share of the national income which 
has gone to wages and salaries—to labor. “In- 
dustrialists, intelligently self-interested, have come 
to realize ... that under maximum and con- 
tinuous employment at good wages labor has the 
greatest purchasing power of any class or group 
in the nation; that, therefore, industry must give 
maximum possible employment to and share its 
profits with labor.” On industry’s relations with 
government, it warns that if management ability, 
one of the nation’s greatest assets, “is destroyed 
or weakened through the transfer of economic 
power from industrial to political leadership, it 
will most gssuredly retard the economic growth 
of our country and react unfavorably on the 
living standard of the people”

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
SEEKING PUBLIC OPINION WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.— 


In calling attention the other 
day to the high rates of taxation necessary to raise the $12,000,000,- 
000 in additional revenue which the Treasury is seeking, Senator 
Walter F. George, chairman of the Senate Finance Committee, was 

“inviting public expressions on what our tax 
policy should be with respect to war financing. 
Much of what congress does on the subject 
may depend on the popular reaction of the 
country. If the country shows no real opposi- 
tion to the program for liquidgting, through 
heavier taxes, a greater part of the war debt 
burden as it is created, then we may look for 
substantial increases in the present high levies. 
If, on the other hand, the country indicates 
that it regards the present rates as high enough 
for all practical purposes, congress may be ex- 
pected to heed the warning and go slow on new 
tax legislation. Here, then, is an opportunity 
for the country to make itself heard. 
ss. , Because of the approaching 1944 national 
elections, congress, it can be safely said, will have its ears properly 
attuned for a public reaction. 

At the present time there are two schools on the tax question. 
One, headed by Secretary of the Treasury Morgenthau, holds that 
we should take advantage of the prosperous times and levy taxes 
as high as possible, both in the interest of keeping down the war 
debt and as an anti-inflation measure. 

The second school, which may be said to be headed by Senator 
George, contends that present taxes, both corporate and individual, 
are about as high now as it is possible to make them without seri- 
ously disturbing our national economy. 


WILL BE COMPROMISE Somewhere in between these two 


viewpoints the new tax bill will be 
written. The public is in position to exercise the controlling in- 
fluence, if it is interested enough to make itself heard. 

To raise. even $10,000,000,000 of the $12,000,000,000 in new taxes 
which the Treasury is asking, for, Senator George says it will be 
necessary to boost the normal and surtax rates to 32 per cent in the 
lowest brackets of $2,000 net income and under. It would be done 
by abolishing the 5 per cent victory tax, retaining the present 6 
per cent normal, and doubling the existing 13 per cent surtax. 

In addition, the present combined normal and surtax rates on 
corporations would have to be increased from the existing figure 
of 40 per cent to 50 per cent. 

Finally it would be necessary to substantially increase the ex- 
cise tax rates on such commodities as tobacco and liquor and 
broaden the field to take in many other commonly used articles. 


THAT IS TREASURY LOAD Here, in a nutshell, is the tax 


burden involved in the Treas- 
ury plan, if congress follows the orthodox method of taxation. 
Senator George points out that it is impossible not to dip heavily 
into the lower income brackets for much of the new revenue for the 
reason that more than two-thirds of the present national income 
is derived by those with incomes of $3,000 annually and less. 
National income is now running at the rate of approximately 
$140,000,000,000 a year. Of this total sum an estimated $101,000,- 
000,000 is earned by persons with incomes of $3,000 or less. 
Present federal revenue receipts, 


PRESENT TAX TOTAL 
including social security, are run- 


ning at the rate of 38 to 40 billion dollars a year. An added $11,000,- 
000,000 a year is collected from the taxpayers by the various state, 
county and municipal governments. Thus the American public is 
now paying an annual tax bill of approximately $50,000,000,000, or 
more than a third of the total national income. 

Senator George believes that is enough, The American people 
can and will stand heavier tax burdens, if that is a price prerequisite 
to winning the war, he declares, but he takes issue with the state- 
ment that such .a price is necessary. 

What the proposed high rates would do to persons of the lower- 
bracket incomes is self-evident. It would be equivalent to reducing 
their incomes by roughly 25 per cent. In the higher brackets of 
income, the rates are already at the top. Most of the new money 
would have to come from this huge reservoir of lower-bracket 
income. 


INFLATION ANGLE The need for imposing increased taxes 


as a means simply of preventing in- 
flation may be written off as more or less academic. Up to now 
the American people have shown no need for such restraints. They 
have behaved very well with their increased spending capacity. 
There has been no marked competition on the part of the buying 
public for the limited goods available. 

Ordinarily we may be able to count on the American trait of 
thriftiness guiding the people in their war-found prosperity. 

Senator George and those of a like frame of mind take the 
position that we can well afford to adopt a longer range view of 
war financing. Instead of trying to liquidate half of the indebted- 
ness as it is incurred, they feel that it could easily be spread out 
over the coming years. That would place less of a shock on our 
economic system. 

If the George school prevails, it is not altogether unlikely that 
congress may forego a new tax bill almost entirely. About the only 
new legislation that would be necessary would be simiplifaction of 
the present muddle growing out of the system adopted earlier in 
the session calling for quarterly filing of returns, plus new excise 
taxes designed to raise some two or three billion dollars at the

Poison”’ 
ing Levy, but his 


remarks in part are paraphrased 
or omitted so I am unable to cor- 
roborate the United Press report 
of the time, which said that Levy 
had told the mob that one of the 
principal problems of unionists 
was “the poison of certain col- 
umnists and the poison of all Com- 
munists.” However, I think this 
would have been in character and 
I believe he was referring to. me 
as a poisonous columnist, and I 
want to nail his hide to the door 
at this point. Because every word 
‘of the “poison” that I discovered, 
verified and published, in the in- 
terests of clean unionism and jus- 
tice to the working stiff, has been 
proved in court and Levy’s “mod- 
est, earnest, effective and devoted” 
friend, who personified his ideal, 
has been sentenced to .prison for 
the very leadership that Levy 
found so admirable. 

Incidentally, on the program at 
Louisville was Joe Padway, gen- 
eral counsel of the AFL, who in- 
cludes this racket among his juicy 
clients, and through whom Presi- 
dent Roosevelt last year insulted 
both the American and British la- 
bor movements by sending Pad- 
way to Britain in the guise of 
spokesman for American labor. 

And let nobody, including Levy, 
tell you that Browne, at that time, 
bore the reputation or appearance, 
of an honest man, for he was even 
then notorious as a crook and a 
traitor to the cause of unionism. 
Levy knew as well as I did, in 
fact much better than I could 
know, that his “modest, earnest, 
effective and devoted” pal was 
an enemy of labor, because his 
position was on the inside, and 
therefore I say now that the 
American Labor party and, now, 
the organized Democrats, in their 
confusion, have indorsed as a 
friend of labor a man who ran 
with some of labor’s worst ene- 
mies and knowingly indorsed him 
in that Louisville meeting. 

And I hope that nobody will 
think that I am using evasive lan- 
guage about Levy. I am trying to 
demonstrate that he must have 
known that Browne was a crook 
and the leader of an underworld 
mob of union crooks and that he 
and Aurelio are six of one and 
half a dozen of the other.

ONE WORD MORE

A VICTORY MARCH, PROFESSOR If I were not a mod- 


est citizen of this most 
modest city, I might have something to say about the Third War 
Loan in our town and how it demonstrates that Atlanta is the finan- 
cial capital of the southeast. 

From The Constitution of yesterday morning I learned that 
Atlanta and Fulton county had gone over their 
quota by a good measure and that the re 
turns would still be coming in through Satur- 
day. 

Atlanta had, of course, exceeded its quota 
and that quota was $64,500,000. Indications 
were that the total would be well over $70,- 
000,000 and might come close to $80,000,000 by 
Saturday night. 

Now, it so happens that the government put 
a heavy pack on the back of Atlanta. A few 
comparisons may be in order. New Orleans, 
with a larger population, had a quota of $50,- 

e203 524,000, about $14,000,000 less than Atlanta. 

4 Birmingham was asked to raise a mere pittance 

: of $35,000,000, about $30,000,000 less than At- 

Rs lanta. Richmond and other cities of the south 
were well down in the list. It was surprising 
to find that Dallas, Texas, had a quota which 

was $2,000,000 less than was asked of Atlanta. Houston, with its 
seaport and its great oil wealth, was asked for but @ slight amount 
more than Atlanta. 

I glanced at cities over the rest of the nation, noting in passing 
that Denver was asked to raise $37,782,000 and St. Paul $32,000,000. 
Others were about comparable. In the heavily industrialized east, 
of course, the quotas were higher. 

But when all was said and done, Atlanta was left well out in 
front. The financial capital of the southeast and its citizens are 
wearing the ribbon of the Order of Merit. 

As for the two Charlies, Currie and Stair, they did a difficult 
job with a lot of handicaps against them. Everyone who worked 
at it did a grand job, as the results demonstrate. 

Most important, however, is the attention sure to be directed at 
Atlanta. Given a quota much larger than that of other southeastern 
cities, it came through with colors flying. 

A hurried look at the records indicate that Georgia, as a state, 
was given the third highest quota in the southeast. Tennessee and 
North Carolina, with more war profits and more war plants than 
Georgia, were given slightly higher quotas. 


THESE STATISTICS At lunch yesterday I was looking over 


these facts and they excited one of 
our citizens. 

“Why,” he said, “that is magnificent. Why don’t you do an 
article about Atlanta? Why don’t you become articulate about the 
climate and tell the plain truth, that it is the finest in the world? 
Why don’t you write about the manner in which the city has re- 
sponded to the war demands? Why does one hear about the few 
chiselers and the few petty persons who occasionally get attention? 
Why don’t you... .?” 

I calmed him. “It might sound like boasting,” I said. 

“Modesty is what ails us,” he said, pounding the table, and 
making the water glasses dance. “Let us have a little sound of 
cymbals, a fanfare from the trumpets, a victory march.” 

I left him talking. On the way back to the office, it did seem 
to me that the air was like wine, that the sun was warm and 
friendly, that the people looked intelligent and good. 

I was almost tempted to fall into the enthusiasm and write one 
of those boasting articles, but I suppose I shall have to leave that 
to the gentlemen at the Chamber of Commerce. Here one may 
chronicle merely the modest truth. 

Seriously, our state and our people are doing fine things. I 
think it not amiss to say that the renaissance in our affairs dates 
from the state primary of a year ago, when Georgia and Georgians 
voted for self-respect and honesty, and have so enjoyed the cleaner 
atmosphere they have attained a vision of greatness and of success.

Those who worked on the bond campaign will join in support 
of those entrusted with this one. The air raid wardens and the 
civilian defense workers will again contribute their invaluable aid 
in house-to-house solicitation. 

The Community Fund operates with a very low overhead. 
Almost all of every dollar you give goes to the charity or organi- 
zation designated by the Fund. It. is efficiently and economically 
operated. It is an appeal made just once each year.

Animals Couldn't Inherit Knowl- 


edge If Some Ancestor 
Hadn't Learned It 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


Man is supposed to be the only creature capable of reasoning, 
but he is the only one who has expressed an opinion about it. 

If your dog refuses to roll over, no matter how much you shout 
or make motions, you may say he is stupid, but think how often 
he has tried in vain to make you understand something. 

The other creatures do things that seem intelligent. A spider 
builds a hinged trap door for her underground home; another holds 
her eggs above her head in the warm sunshine to hasten their hatch- 
ing; the rabbit pulls her own fur to make a soft bed for her ex- 
pected babies. How did they learn to do these things? 

The Australian turkey builds a nest of green vegetation and 
uses the heat of its fermentation to hatch her eggs. She returns 
to the nest only to turn the eggs (as our ordinary setting hen does) 
and to add fresh vegetation. Fermentation could develop enough 
heat to bake the eggs, but the turkey packs and ventilates it to 
provide just enough heat and no more. 

If she does it all by instinct, what of the first turkey to use the 
process? She had to know that fermentation would generate heat. 

In South America there are birds similar to our orioles who 
build a similar nest, but a much larger one. They sew big leaves 
together to form a six-foot basket, which they attach to the limb 
of a tree and fill with upholster. The door is in the side, near 
the top. 

If left to free enterprise, certain tree-climbing varmints would 
burglarize the nests. Knowing this, the birds select a tree already 
occupied by certain vicious wasps. Moreover, they hang their nest 
from a limb already occupied by the wasps, so any marauder must 
pass the wasp nest to reach theirs. 

They know how to sew. They know what tensile strength is 
needed to support certain weight. They know that the wasps, 
deadly to other creatures, will not molest them. That is a heavy 
load for instinct. How did they figure it out in the first place? 

The bower bird courts his lady by bringing her bright flowers 
and jewelry in the form of colored pebbles. When the bower is 
built and occupied, he builds a front walk, as other householders 
do, and borders it with pretty pebbles and flowers. As the flowers 
wilt, he casts them away and brings fresh ones. If that is instinct, 
it includes an instinctive sense of design and color. 

Inherited instinct may account for much, but somewhere along 
the line there had to be an inspired ancestor who started things. 
What explains him?

University 
professor tells me “Basic English” 
is a boiled down vocabulary of 
850 simple words. It is all that 
is needed to express any concrete 
thought. It will serve for virtually 
all business purposes. 

It is apparent that 850 simple 
words would hardly suffice for a 
poet or a writer upon technical 
subjects or an essayist or editor 
who desires to paint a word pic- 
ture. 

Basic English, it appears, is a 
list of words designed to teach 
English—rudimentary English—to 
residents of other lands or foreign- 
ers new to this country and its 
language. Which seems a good 
idea. Why try to cram a Russian’s 
brain full of words like eleemosy- 
nary and juxtaposition when he'd 
probably never need them? 


I think that if you'll read any 
good newspaper you'll find that 
most of the news stories are writ- 
ten in Basic English—though the 
writer was unconscious of it. I 
said news stories—not editorials, 
columns, special articles. 

One of the first and best lessons 
in newspaper writing I ever re- 
ceived was from my first manag- 
ing editor. 

“Make it simple,” he said. “If 
you can write so the garbage col- 
lector gets what you mean you 
may be sure the chancellor of the 
university will understand it. This 
paper is not the Literary Review.’ 

Mark Twain, on the other hand, 
wrote in his later years that au- 
thors were too careless about 
words. He said, in effect, that 
there may be seven words which 
will convey a thought, but only 
one of those seven will be the 
best word—expressing the thought 
most definitely. He might have 
said to the average man red is 
red—but the woman _ shopper 
knows eleven shades of red and 
their names. 

But I believe that—except in 
technical matters—850 words is 
a sufficient vocabulary for carry- 
ing on normal correspondence or 
writing a news story. I'll make 
a bet that in your business and

He got out his display outfit, 
with graphs and charts and sta- 
tistics and launched into a sales 
talk he’d rehearsed for six 
months. And the big shot began 
sneezing, while his eyes dripped 
copiously. 

“Gosh,” said the super-salesman. 
“I never saw such a case of hay 
fever.” 

“It’s not that, young man,” said 
the executive. “I just happen to 
be allergic to bull.” 


Recent issue of the New Yorker 
discusses hay fever in its relation 
to air-conditioned theaters.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—() 
The Army and Navy backed high- 
er government payments to chil- 
dren of service men today, but 
opposed a boost for childless 
wives. 


Testifying before the house mil- 
itary committee, Major General 
Miller G. White also turned 
thumbs down on a suggestion that 
payments be withheld from wives 
who are financially independent 
or who prove unfaithful. 

White, head of the Army’s per- 
sonnel branch, said the War and 
Navy Departments generally fa- 
vored the bill passed by the sen- 
ate. This would continue at $50 
a month—$28 coming from the 
government and $22 from the hus- 
band—payment to a wife, but 
would raise from $12 to $18 the 
monthly government payment for 
the first child and from $10 to 
$11 for each additional child. 

The question whether a service 
man should be allowed to cut off 
payments, mandatory under exist- 
ing law, to his wife if she is un- 
faithful was raised by Represent- 
ative Sparkman, Democrat, Ala- 
bama. 

White was emphatic that the 
Army did not want to become in- 
volved in questions of “domestic 
relations.” 

White said he did not believe 
it would be wise to require the 
departments to determine whether 
a wife needed the allotment and 
allowance. The payments, he ex- 
plained, were considered a part of 
a service man’s remuneration. 

In addition to an increase in 
payments for children, the general 
said payments should be raised 
for totally dependent parents, 
brothers and sisters. 

White also favored the fZovern- 
ment’s paying the entire first 
month’s payment, without any re- 
duction from the service man’s 
check, and extending benefits of 
the act to dependents of all seven 
grades of enlisted men. Only de- 
pendents of enlisted men in the 
four lower grades now are eligi- 
ble for payments. 

By requiring the government to 
make the entire initial payment, 
he explained, delay would be 
avoided and hardship averted. 

The changes he _ supported 
would, Jhe said, cost about $393.,- 
000,000 additional during the re- 
maining nine months of this fis- 
cal year.

NEWARK, N. J., Sept. 29.—(/) 
Federal Judge William F. Smith 
said today he would make it a 


practice to deal leniently with 
bank employes who received “in- 
adequate pay” and were brought 
before him on embezzlement 
charges. 

He announced his attitude to- 

ward “a system of employment 
which is the occasion of the of- 
fense” in suspending sentence of 
a year and a day on John J. 
Kling, former assistant cashier in 
the First National Bank of South 
Plainfield. 
Kling, who -had pleaded guilty 
to a charge of embezzling $2,127 
of the bank’s funds and making 
false entries in the bank’s books, 
was placed on probation for three 
years.’ 

“I’m not condoning such of- 
fenses,” Judge Smith asserted, 
but merely commenting on the 
banking system that prevails 
where bankers lack foresight and 
pay big salaries to those in the 
front offices and inadequate pay 
to men raising families and work- 
ing in lower positions in banking 
institutions. 

“As long as bank officials have 
the lack of foresight in this mat- 
ter and bonding companies con- 
tinue to write bonds, Fb intend to 
follow this practice as long as I 
am on the bench,” the jurist 
added.

Russell Trio, Home From Tour, 


Believes Reich May ‘Cave’ Soon 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 
Three senators just back from a 
40,000-mile inspection trip of 
world battlefronts said today they 
believed that the war in the Pa- 
cific would not end before 1945 
but that a collapse of Germany 
may come at any time. 

Reporting publicly on their two- 
month flying trip to the war zones, 
Senators Russell, Democrat, Geor- 
gia; Mead, Democrat, New York, 
and Brewster, Republican, Maine, 
told a press conference that “our 
Army and Navy are developing 
into the toughest fighting machine 
the world has ever seen.” 

They said there was reason to 
believe that Germany might not 
last long, because Hitler had lost 
the oil of Russia, control of the 
Mediterranean and the submarine 
battle with shipping. 

For that reason, they agreed 
that plans ought to be worked out 
now to move into Germany to con- 
trol the civil population, reorgan- 
ize transportation and prevent 
chaos. 

On the Pacific front, they said 
there was the closest co-operation 
between the Army. and the Navy, 
that not enough supplies and men 
were being sent there yet, but that 
“the Japs know we are on the 
offensive.” 

Sketching other details of the 
world picture, Russell said he did 
not believe the American people 
had beén given enough informa- 
tion about the “seamy side” of 
some of the American fighting, 
that, in other words, the losses had 
not been mentioned fully. 

Mead said the Truman war in- 
vestigating committee, of which 
he and Brewster are members, 
would turn its attention to devel- 
oping a postwar aviation policy 
under which commercial planes 
from this country would have ac- 
cess to some of the airfields built 
with United States funds in for- 
eign countries. 

Brewster said the committee 
also would urge that additional 
oil for the United Nations be ta- 
ken from the Persian gulf area so 
that American supplies would not 
be exhausted after the war. 


In an hour’s review of what 
they saw and found on the two 
=<nonths’ trip, the three senators re- 
ported that folk on the home front 
are still underestimating the dan- 
ger from Japan. 

Russell said Chinese officials es- 
timated the Japanese are building 
1,000 planes a month instead of 
the 500 usually credited to them. 
Brewster said the group was in- 
formed that the Japanese had 
doubled their ship building ca- 
pacity. 

Brewster said he attributed a 
recent statement by General Mac- 
Arthur to concern in Australia 
over reports that the southwest 
Pacific command might be sub- 
ordinated to that of Lord Louis 
Mountbatten in India and Burma. 

Russell’s Statement. 

Russell said he agreed with Sen- 
ator Lodge, Republican, Massa- 
chusetts, who told the Associated 
Press in Honolulu that the men 
at the fighting front are disturbed 
at the optimistic tone of official 
communiques issued by the Army 
and Navy. Lodge has not yet re- 
turned to this country and Sena- 
tor Chandler, Democrat, Kentucky, 
who also made the trip, stopped 
in California to visit his family. 

The Georgian said he returned 
with the opinion that the war 
would not end in the Pacific be- 
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“29. —(P) \fore 1945, but he “wouldn’t be sur- 


prised at anything that happens 
to Germany.” He added that the 
Allied air offensive “certainly is 
plastering Germany,” but said he 
didn’t believe a German collapse 
would come through air bombard- 
ment alone. 

He showed some concern over 
the fashion in which he said Amer- 
ican activities are played down in 
the newspapers and radio broad- 
casts of some of our Allies, includ- 
ing Great Britain. 


News Unfair, He Says. 


From accounts read in Egypt, 
Russell said, 
that Americans were participating 
in any of the fighting. 

Brewster complained that Amer- 
ican military and diplomatic lead- 
ers lacked the close co-ordination 
displayed by similar British 
branches in the war theaters, 
pointing out that the British sent 
men of cabinet rank to the African 
area. 

The discussion apparently was 
preliminary to more talks the sen- 
ators hope to make if a proposed 
executive session of the senate can 
be arranged where they can dis- 
cuss military secrets with their 
colleagues. Russell said that such 
a session—the first since Chair- 
man Walsh, Democrat, Massachu- 
setts, of the senate Naval Affairs 
Committee, reported on the size of 
the Navy on June 26, 1942—is be- 
ing planned. 


When Do We Go Home? 


Soldiers’ Ist Query 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—() 
The No. 1 question American sol- 
diers and sailors asked a globe- 
circling committee of senators 
was: “When do we go home?” 

“That was the first question 
asked us almost everywhere we 
landed,” Chairman Russell, Dem- 
ocrat, Georgia, reported, listing 
these other dominant interests of 
the fighting men:

“in a plant producing airplanes, 
ordnance, munitions or ships, or 
in a mine producing minerals for 
use in waging war.” 


This measure would wipe out 
most occupational deferments for 
men under 30 in both government 
and civilian activities, regardless 
of fatherhood, and make them 
draftable ahead of all older pre- 
war fathers. 

Both the government-employe 
and under-30 preferential draft 
plans were proposed as substitutes 
for the bill by Senator Wheeler, 
Democrat, Montana, to postpone 
until January 1 the induction of 
pre-Pearl Harbor fathers.

The $15,000,000,000 Third War 
Loan was within $261,000,000 of 
success tonight. The Treasury re- 
ported an additional $514,000,000 


in bond sales to send the national 
total to $14,739,000,000. 

Two more states, Minnesota and 
Utah, passed the 100 per cent 
mark, the sixth and seventh to go 
over the top. Rhode Island reach- 
ed its second but unofficial goal 
of $90,000,000 after attaining its 
original $89,000,000 quota last 
week.

The Treasury’s latest tabulation

I certainly hope so, for I would like to return to 
this museum and spend a long time looking at various things which 
I only had time to glance at. I think I have learned through force 
of circumstances to take in a good deal at a glance, but it is never 
as enjoyable to see things that way. 

I also visited the National Red Cross headquarters blood bank 
and surgical dressing unit in the historic home, which belonged to 
the Hawaiian Queen Emma. The house has many interesting things 
in it and again, with a little more leisure, I would have welcomed 
the luxury to stop. We did spend a really leisurely time at a charm- 
ing place on the water where the Red Cross runs picnics for con- 
valescent patients*from the various military hospitals. One group 
of healthy men also were entertained. Everyone had an excellent 
hot lunch and I talked with some boys collectively and in small 
groups and signed my autograph the usual number of times. 

In addition, we were photographed together in a variety of 
groups. I hope the boys enjoyed themselves, for I certainly did. 
We took the most beautiful drive after lunch and ended up at a 
canteen for the Army and Navy run by the USO. Then, for a brief 
moment, I stopped at the Y. W. C. A. to see the girls who go out 
to dance and play and sing soft Hawaiian songs for the boys in 
the late afternoons and evenings after their own day’s work is done. 
Then I visited a canteen run, I think, by a Catholic group, and 
finally went to the Governor’s house for a meeting with the heads 
of the various war work agencies for a pleasant and informal tea. 
knew for a few minutes and found, to my regret, that a soldier 
whom I had hoped to see here, because a friend of mine knew his 
father well, unfortunately was off to other duty. At 7 p. m. Gen- 
eral Richardson called for me and I spent a pleasant evening with 
some generals who will carry many heavy responsibilities in the 
next few months.

Negroes Seek 
Greater Share 


In War Effort 


W. Allen Murphy, Negro waiter 
and chairman of the Atlanta serv- 
ice group war bond committee, 
has asked for a greater share in 
the war effort for Negroes. 

He said in an interview yester- 
day that in Atlanta, for example, 
there are approximately 100,000 
Negroes of whom a total of about 
35,000 are employed. Of these, he 
estimated between 6,000 and 7,000 
are engaged in various forms of 


war work, 
Murphy added that “a good 


many others are trained to do war 


work but are unable to get placed 
in jobs. Negroes want to do more 
than they really are given an op- 
portunity to do.” 

He said that “a number of Ne- 
groes are not working anywhere, 
and are not even skilled. Because 
they’re getting a smal] govern- 
ment allotment check from som 
one in the armed services they’re 
not trying to do any other work. 
They’re the real problem. 

Many in this category, he said, 
are not working because when 
they did work they were paid $5 
or $6 a week, and now with their 
allotment check their view is 
“what's the use of working.” 


“The domestic field,” he said, 
“offers a large area of fine oppor- 
tunities where vast numbers of 
Negro people could serve, and 
likewise offers the white employ- 
er a fine opportunity to express 
appreciation for services rendered 
in adequate salaries.” 

Murphy said that “where an 
adequate salary is being paid Ne- 
groes should not ‘retire’ from 
work because they are receiving 
a government allotment check.” 

He added that when Negro do- 
mestic servants stop working be- 
cause of an allotment check “it is 
a hindrance to the war effort and 
will be a hindrance to them after 
the war is over.”

Georgian Offers Reflections 
On War Issues From Hospital 


By JANE NOLAND. 


Nary a man with soul so dead 
But never to himself has said 
(Especially when he’s sick in bed): 

“Now, if I really put my hand 
to it, I could write an editorial 
column as good as plenty of these 
big shots. Let’s seer...” 

Nary a man, indeed, but few of 
these amateur efforts come up to 
the mark of the paragraphs Har- 
vey J. Kennedy, ex-mayor of 
Barnesville, Ga., enclosed in a let- 
ter to The Constitution yesterday. 

Writing from “Ward I-A, Vet- 
erans’ hospital 48,” his home for 
the past several weeks, Ken Ken- 
nedy suggested that “you will see 
the trend.of my thoughts from 
the enclosed, and though you may 
not agree with me, perhaps some 
good might be done in having the 
ideas presented to the public.” 

Kennedy's Thoughts, 

The thoughts are these: 

Concerning: the war fronts— 
“Unconvinced that America will 
always be the great big bad wolf 
and if in the end we are to deal 
with Germany on firm but human- 
itarian principles, then why should 
we keep shouting ‘unconditional 
surrender’ at the Germans, there- 
by inviting them to fight to the 
last American boy. Unless we 
are going to kill and eat all the 
Germans when they surrender, 
let's tell them now what to expect 
and perhaps our terms will be 
more acceptable to their home 
front than its present plight... . 

“We. should either get with the 
Russians and make the same peace 
offer to Germany or raise our 
ante. Otherwise the latter may 
surrender to Russia solely, as Rus- 
sia is offering Germany a “Free 
Germany” while we offer ‘uncon- 
ditional surrender’ only. ... 

Payment in Kind. 

“Final peace terms should pro- 
vide that the most beautiful pub- 
lic buildings in Germany be re- 
moved, brick by brick and stone 
by stone, and carried to those 
countries bombed by Germany 
during the war, to replace their 
bombed out buildings; all labor 
to be performed by Germans.” 

Concerning the home front— 
“While our military leaders want 
draft-age fathers in essential in- 
dustries as much as. they want 
them under arms, these fathers, 


fearing charges of draft dodging, 
hesitate to change jobs. Public 
opinion should make these fathers 
realize that they also serve who 
make bullets. .. . 


Unflattering Picture. 


“Englishmen believe that the 
first seven years of any war are 
the hardest, while the fears and 
hopes of many Americans re- 
semble fishdom: if the tide of 
battle favors us we are as pleased 
as a fish chasing a worm, but if 
it changes, we are as desolate as 
if we had caught the worm, plus 
a hook. ... 

“If a bee refuses to gamble .on 
a short winter and always stores 
up ample rations, then each Amer- 


ican should refuse to gamble on a 


short war, should buy war bonds 
to his or her financial limit. Be 
as wise as a bee; be a buyer of 
war bonds.” ‘
